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INTRODUCTION 


The present publication represents one part of 
a set of four, which comprise ‘‘The Motor Vehicle’’ 
report.

Part I—‘‘Rates and Regulations’’ contains 
information available regarding private passenger 
and commercial motor vehicle regulations; tax and 
licence fee rates, reciprocal highway agreements, 
size, weight and safety regulations and current 
data on gasoline and other motive fuels, by provinces. 


Part II—‘‘Motive Fuel Sales’’ contains gross 
and net sales of gasoline and net sales of diesel 
oil, by provinces and by months. 


Part III —‘‘Registrations’’ includes: provincial 
registrations of the main classes of motor vehicles, 
a historical table of total registrations and regis- 
trations, by place of residence, 


Part IV —‘‘Revenues’’ shows provincial govern- 
ment revenues derived from the main classes of 
motor vehicles and from motive fuel taxes. Also 
provided is a historical table of these revenues and 
data on the revenues, payments and limitations of 
the provincial motor vehicle accident claims funds. 


Rates and Regulations 


The size, weight and safety regulations, recip- 
rocal highway agreements, provincial truck regula- 
tions, motive fuel taxes and motor vehicle licence 
fees shown in this publication are the latest avail- 
able figures, except where otherwise noted. 


During 1965 and the first six months of 1966, 
Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and Alberta, 
raised the maximum permitted gross vehicle weights 
for various truck and road tractor combinations, 
which was increased to 74,000 lbs. “5 


The problems of reciprocal highway agreements 
for trucking licence fees were brought nearer to 
solution, in 1965, with the signing of new agree- 
ments between New Brunswick with Saskatchewan 
and British Columbia. These agreements were 
based on full free reciprocity for certain vehicles, 
including most of those of less than 6,000 lbs. 
gross vehicle weight, while trucks over this weight 
paid the full fee in their home province and $10.00 
per gross ton of the maximum registered weight in 
the provinces extending reciprocity. Table 3 shows 
the reciprocity agreements in effect. 


April 1, 1966, Ontario raised its tax on gasoline 
and liquefied petroleum gases from fifteen to sixteen 
cents per gallon and on diesel oil to twenty-two 
cents per gallon. Also, as of April 1, 1966, the tax 


in the Northwest Territories was increased to nine 
cents per gallon on gasoline, and four cents on 
diesel fuel and liquefied petroleum gases. 


Newfoundland and Nova Scotia continue to 
have the highest gasoline tax rate, while Nova 
Scotia at 27 cents, still has the highest tax on 
diesel fuel in Canada. 


When using the tables containing provincial 
licence fees, it should be noted that the weight 
groupings shown do not necessarily conform with 
those adopted by the provinces for regulatory pur- 
poses. Weights (and other measures of size) were 
chosen to form a basis of comparison between the 
fees levied by the various provinces for the specific 
weights shown. The fees contained herein do not 
necessarily extend over a whole weight group. 


While maximum annual fees are quoted for al- 
most all provinces, reductions in fees are available, 
where licences are requested for some lesser period 
after the start of a new licence year. It should also 
be noted that the tractor-trailer combination exam- 
ples, in Table 13, are based on hypothetical link-up 
patterns and are neither intended to be typical nor 
to show the maximum gross vehicle weight of a 
trailer which a tractor of a particular gross vehicle 
weight can pull.

Rates and Regulations 


The information on the size, weight and safety 
regulations, reciprocal highway agreements, provin- 
cial truck regulations, motive fuel taxes and motor 
vehicle licence fees Shown in this publication is 
the latest available, except where otherwise noted. 


The problems of reciprocal highway agreements 
for trucking licence fees were brought nearer to 
solution, in 1966, with the signing of new agree- 
ments between New Brunswick and Manitoba. These 
agreements were based on full free reciprocity for 
certain vehicles, including most of those of less 
than 6,000 lbs. gross vehicle weight, while trucks 
over this weight paid the full fee in their home prov- 
ince and $10.00 per gross ton of the maximum regis- 
tered weight in the provinces extending reciprocity. 
Table 3 shows the reciprocity agreements in effect. 


March 15,1966, Saskatchewan raised it’s tax on 
gasoline and liquefied petroleum gases from four- 
teen to fifteen cents per gallon and on diesel fuel 
from seventeen to eighteen cents. Also, as of No- 


vember 1, 1966 the tax in New Brunswick was raised 
from eighteen cents to twenty-three cents on lique- 
fied petroleum gases. 


Newfoundland and NovaScotia continue to have 
the highest gasoline tax rate, while Nova Scotia at 
27 cents, still has the highest tax on diesel fuel in 
Canada. 


The vehicle weight groupings in the tables for 
provincial licence fees do not entirely conform with 
all the vehicle weight groupings in use for regulatory 
purposes by every province. The vehicle weight 
groupings for provincial licence fees have been 
chosen to permit significant comparisons of licence 
fees for all the provinces. The licence fees con- 
tained herein apply to the particular weight group 
that is shown. 


While maximum annual fees are quoted for almost 
all provinces, reductions in fees are available, when 
licences are requested for a lesser period than the 
full licence year. The examples of the tractor-trailer 
combinations, in Table 13, are the weight patterns 
of hypothetical link-ups and are not intended to be 
typical or to show the maximum gross vehicle weight 
of a trailer which a particular tractor of a gross 
vehicle weight can pull.

Rates and Regulations 


The information on the size, weight and safety 
regulations, reciprocal highway agreements, pro- 
vincial truck regulations, motive fuel taxes and 
motor vehicle licence fees shown in this publica- 
tion is the latest available, except where otherwise 
noted. 


The problems of reciprocal highway agree- 
ments for trucking licence fees were brought nearer 
to solution in 1967, with the signing of a new 
agreement between Quebec and British Columbia 
granting reciprocity for household goods carriers 
only. Most other agreements are based on full free 
reciprocity for certain vehicles, including most of 
those of less than 6,000 lbs. gross vehicle weight, 
while trucks over this weight paid the full fee in 
their home province and $10.00 per gross ton of 
the maximum registered weight in the provinces 
extending reciprocity. Table 3 shows the recipro- 
city agreements in effect. 


On April 1, 1968 and March 20, 1968 Newfound- 
land and Prince Edward Island raised their taxes 
on gasoline, diesel fuel and liquefied petroleum 
gases to twenty-five cents and twenty-one cents 
per gallon, respectively. On March 28, 1968 Quebec 
increased its tax on gasoline and liquefied petro- 
leum gases to nineteen cents and on diesel fuel to 
twenty-five cents a gallon. Ontario likewise in- 
creased the tax on gasoline and liquefied petro- 
leum gases to eighteen cents and on diesel fuel 
to twenty-four cents a gallon on March J3, 1968. 
Saskatchewan, on March 2, 1968, increased its tax 
two cents to seventeen cents a gallon on gasoline 
and liquefied petroleum gases and twenty cents a 


gallon on diesel fuel. Effective January 23, 1968 
the Yukon increased the tax on gasoline and diesel 
fuel to eleven cents a gallon. There still continues 
to be no tax levied on liquefied petroleum gases in 
the Yukon. The Northwest Territories, on April 1, 
1968, increased the tax on gasoline to eleven cents 
and on diesel fuel to eight cents a gallon. However, 
they have lowered the tax on liquefied petroleum 
gases from four to two and a quarter cents a gallon. 


Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island have 
the highest gasoline tax rate, while Nova Scotia at 
27 cents, still has the highest tax on diesel fuel in 
Canada. 


The vehicle weight groupings in the tables for 
provincial licence fees do not entirely conform with 
all the vehicle weight groupings in use for regula- 
tory purposes by every province. The vehicle 
weight groupings for provincial licence fees have 
been chosen to permit Significant comparisons of 
licence fees for all the provinces. The licence fees 
contained herein apply to the particular weight 
group that is Shown. 


While maximum annual fees are quoted for al- 
most all provinces, reductions in fees are avail- 
able, when licences are granted for a lesser period 
than the full licence year. The examples of the 
tractor-trailer combinations, in Table 13, are the 
weight patterns of hypothetical link-ups and are 
not intended to be typical or to show the maximum 
gross vehicle weight of a trailer which a particular 
tractor of a gross vehicle weight can pull.

Rates and Regulations 


The information on the size, weight and safety 
regulations, reciprocal highway agreements, provin- 
cial truck regulations, motive fuel taxes and motor 
vehicle licence fees shown in this publication is 
the latest available, except where otherwise noted. 


The problems of reciprocal highway agreements 
for trucking licence fees were brought nearer to 
solution in 1968, with the signing of a new agree- 
ment between Nova Scotia and British Columbia 
granting reciprocity for household goods carriers 
only. Most other agreements are based on full free 
reciprocity for certain vehicles, including most of 
those of less than 6,000 lb. gross vehicle weight, 
while owners of vehicles over this weight paid the 
full fee in their home province and $10.00 per 
gross ton of the maximum registered weight in the 
provinces extending reciprocity. During 1968, full 
free reciprocity for all vehicles was arranged 
between Newfoundland and the following provinces: 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Alberta. Table 3 summarizes all the reciprocity 
agreements in effect. 


On April 4, 1969 and April 1, 1969 Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick raised their taxes on gasoline 
to twenty-one and twenty cents per gallon, re- 
spectively. On June 1, 1968 Alberta increased its 


tax on gasoline and liquefied petrcleum gases to 
fifteen cents and on diesel fuel to seventeen cents 
a gallon. The Northwest Territories, on April 1, 
1969, increased the tax on gasoline to twelve cents 
and on diesel fuel to ten cents a gallon. 


Newfoundland has the highest gasoline tax 
rate, while Nova Scotia at 27 cents, still has the 
highest tax on diesel fuel in Canada. 


The vehicle weight groupings in the tables for 
provincial licence fees do not entirely conform with 
all the vehicle weight groupings in use for regulatory 
purposes by every province. The vehicle weight 
groupings for provincial licence fees have been 
chosen to permit significant comparisons of licence 
fees for all the provinces. The licence fees con- 
tained herein apply to the particular weight group 
that is shown. 


While maximum annual fees are quoted for 
almost all provinces, reductions in fees are avail- 
able, when licences are granted for a lesser period 
than the full licence year. The examples of the 
tractor-trailer combinations, in Table 13 are the 
weight patterns of hypothetical link-ups and are 
not intended to be typical or to show the maximum 
gross vehicle weight of a trailer which a particular 
tractor of a gross vehicle weight can pull.

Rates and Regulations 


The information on the size, weight and safety 
regulations, reciprocal highway agreements, provin- 
cial truck regulations, motive fuel taxes and motor 
vehicle licence fees shown in this publication is 
the latest available, except where otherwise noted. 


In 1969, the province of Quebec was by far the 
most active in adding, altering or terminating high- 
way reciprocal agreements with seven provinces 
and three American States being involved. Quebec 
signed agreements with the States of Florida, 
Georgia and North Carolina, while the special one- 
year agreement with the province of Saskatchewan 
terminated, as well as the household goods carriers 
agreement with Manitoba. Previously, no reciprocity 
agreement existed between Quebec and Ontario, 
however, reciprocity now covers household goods 
carriers and carriers of farm products and privately- 
Owned commercial vehicles. Ontario and Prince 
Edward Island signed a new agreement, providing 
full free reciprocity for private and for-hire carriers 
and Prince Edward Island and Quebec altered their 
agreement slightly to accommodate privately-owned 
commercial vehicles. Nova Scotia and Quebec 
changed their agreement in 1969 and now recognize 
full reciprocity for privately-owned commercial 
vehicles only. New Brunswick and Quebec enjoy 
full reciprocity for private and for-hire carriers. 
Full free reciprocity for all vehicles was arranged 
between New Brunswick and Alberta. 


On October 1, 1969 Manitoba decreased its tax 
on liquefied petroleum gases to seventeen from 
twenty cents per gallon. On March 3, 1970 Saskat- 
chewan raised its tax on gasoline to nineteen cents 
and on diesel fuel to twenty-one cents per gallon. 
The Northwest Territories, on April 1, 1970 raised 
its tax on diesel fuel to twelve cents per gallon. 


Newfoundland has the highest gasoline tax 
rate in Canada, while Nova Scotia at twenty-seven 
cents, still has the highest tax on diesel fuel. 


The vehicle weight groupings in the tables for 
provincial licence fees do not entirely conform with 
all the vehicle weight groupings in use for regulatory 
purposes by every province. The vehicle weight 
groupings for provincial licence fees have been 
chosen to permit significant comparisons of licence 
fees for all the provinces. The licence fees con- 
tained herein apply to the particular weight group 
that is Shown. 


While maximum annual fees are quoted for 
almost all provinces, reductions in fees are avail- 
able when licences are granted for a lesser period 
than the full licence year. The examples of the 
tractor-trailer combinations, in Table 13 are the 
weight patterns of hypothetical link-ups. They are 
not intended to be typical or to show the maximum 
gross vehicle weight of a trailer which a particular 
tractor of a gross vehicle weight can pull.

Three conditions of reciprocity agreements 


A. Apply to fees only; not to operating rights. 


B. Apply only to vehicles duly registered in and operated by residents of reciprocating jurisdictions. 


C. Reciprocity does not apply to intraprovincial operations. 


1 Newfoundland has reciprocity agreements with the following provinces: Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec and Alberta. 


Such reciprocity agreements provide for the unrestricted use of a commercial motor vehicle with a MGW rating of 7,000 lbs. or less while a commercial 
vehicle with a higher MGW rating is permitted to be operated on an inter-provincial basis only, providing that such a vehicle is properly registered 
in its home Province or State and provided that the Province or State grants the same degree of reciprocity to residents of Newfoundland. All vehicles 
are subject to Provincial Regulations regarding size, weight and equipment, etc. and furthermore where a vehicle is used for point to point pick-up and 
delivery within the Province of Newfoundland a regular licence is required. 

2 Nova Scotia exempts from registration commercial vehicles of neighbouring provinces provided they do not take on any goods in Nova Scotia 
to be discharged in Nova Scotia. 

3 Common carrier vehicles used exclusively for the transportation of(a) household goods or furniture (b) natural products of the farm and(c) prod- 
ucts of a dairy, creamery or cheese factory are exempt from payment of licence fees and registration requirements. 

4 Saskatchewan automatically issues commercial and public service vehicle certificates of registration to non-residents, except those domi- 
ciled in the province of New Brunswick, Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and British Columbia, on the one-half prescribed fee basis regardless of whether 
or not the other provinces grant the same fee privileges to Saskatchewan vehicles. A non-resident farmer operating his truck into or through Saskat- 
chewan and transporting his own farm products or supplies is exempt from registration and payment of fees.

Part I—‘“‘Rates and Regulations’’ contains 
information available regarding private passenger 
and commercial motor vehicle regulations; tax and 
licence fee rates, reciprocal highway agreements, 
size, weight and safety regulations and current 
data on gasoline and other motive fuels, by prov- 
inces. 


Part Il—‘‘Motive Fuel Sales’’ contains gross 
and net sales of gasoline and net sales of diesel 
oil, by provinces and by months. 


Part III—‘‘Registrations’’ includes:  pro- 
vincial registrations of the main classes of motor 
vehicles, a historical table of total registrations, 
and registrations, by place of residence.

Rates and Regulations 


The information on vehicle regulations, 
reciprocal highway agreements, provincial truck 
regulations, fuel taxes and registration fees in 
this publication is the latest available. It should 
be emphasized however, that this information is 
only a guideline to the rates and regulations in 
effect in each province. More detailed information 
should be obtained from the provincial govern- 
ments and regulatory authorities. 


On February 5, 1971 British Columbia raised 
its tax on gasoline to fifteen cents and on diesel 
fuel and liquefied petroleum gases to seventeen 
cents. The Northwest Territories, on April 1, 
1971 raised its tax on gasoline to fourteen cents, 
diesel fuel to fifteen cents and liquefied petro- 
leum gases to three cents a gallon. Newfoundland 
still has the highest gasoline tax rate in Canada, 
while Nova Scotia at twenty-seven cents, has the 
highest tax on diesel fuel.

The vehicle 
weight groupings for provincial licence fees have 
been chosen to permit significant comparisons of 
licence fees for all the provinces. The licence 
fees contained herein apply to the particular 
weight group that is shown. 


While maximum annual fees are quoted for 
almost all provinces, reductions in fees are 
available when licences are granted for a lessor 
period than the full licence year. The examples 
of the tractor-trailer combinations, in Table 13 
are the weight patterns of hypothetical link-ups. 
They are not intended to be typical or to show 
the maximum gross vehicle weight of a trailer 
which a particular tractor of a gross vehicle weight 
can pull.

The present publication represents one part 
of a set of four, which comprise ‘‘The Motor 
Vehicle’’ report.

Part I—‘‘Rates and Regulations’’ contains 
information available regarding private passenger 
and commercial motor vehicle regulations; tax and 
licence fee rates, reciprocal highway agreements, 
size, weight and safety regulations and current 
data on gasoline and other motive fuels, by prov- 
inces. 


Part II—‘‘Motive Fuel Sales’’ contains gross 
and net sales of gasoline and net sales of diesel 
oil, by provinces and by months. 


Part III—‘‘Registrations’’ includes: pro- 
vincial registrations of the main classes of motor 
vehicles, a historical table of total registrations, 
and registrations, by place of residence. 


Part IV—‘‘Revenues’’ shows provincial 
government revenues derived from the main classes 
of motor vehicles and from motive fuel taxes. 
Also provided is a historical table of these 
revenues and data on the revenues, payments and 
limitations ofthe provincial motor vehicle accident 
claims funds. 


Rates and Regulations 


The information on vehicle regulations, 
reciprocal highway agreements, provincial truck 
regulations, fuel taxes and registration fees in 
this publication is the latest available. It should 
be emphasized however, that this information is 
only a guideline to the rates and regulations in 
effect in each province. More detailed information 
should be obtained from the provincial govern- 
ments and regulatory authorities. 


On March 29, 1972 Ontario raised its tax on 
gasoline and liquified petroleum to nineteen cents 
and on diesel fuel to twenty-five cents a gallon. 
Yukon, on April 1, 1971 raised its tax on gasoline, 
diesel fuel and liquified petroleum gases to four- 
teen cents a gallon. Newfoundland still has the 
highest gasoline tax rate in Canada, while Nova 
Scotia at twenty-seven cents, has the highest tax 
on diesel fuel."

Charges fiscales et réglementation 


Les données relatives a la réglementation appli- 
cable aux véhicules, aux accords de réciprocité 
routiére, a la réglementation provinciale du camionna- 
ge, aux taxes sur les carburants et aux droits d’im- 
matriculation contenues dans le présent bulletin sont 
les plus récentes disponibles. I] faut toutefois sou- 
ligner que ces renseignements ne sont qu’un guide.

pétrole liquéfiés. C’est encore a Terre-Neuve que la 
taxe sur l’essence est la plus élevée au Canada, 
tandis que celle sur le carburant diesel est la plus 
élevée en Nouvelle-Ecosse, soit 27c. 


The vehicle weight groupings in the tables 
for provincial licence fees do not entirely conform 
with all the vehicle weight groupings in use for 
regulatory purposes by every province. The vehicle 
weight groupings for provincial licence fees have 
been chosen to permit significant comparisons of 
licence fees for all the provinces. The licence 
fees contained herein apply to the particular 
weight group that is shown. 


While maximum annual fees are quoted for 
almost all provinces, reductions in fees are 
available when licences are granted for a lessor 
period than the full licence year. The examples 
of the tractor-trailer combinations, in Table 13 
are the weight patterns of hypothetical link-ups. 
They are not intended to be typical or to show 
the maximum gross vehicle weight of a trailer 
which a particular tractor of a gross vehicle weight 
can pull.
